The Evening Star of today, August 15, 1950, has a news item 
about the Shimon case indicating that the Justice Department has testimony 
that wire tapping at the nraylyn Hotel was carried on in 15U8 to get 
information for the House Conmittee headed ty Representative Uacy, 
Republican of Hew lork. It stated that the FBI is investigating alleged 
wire tapping by Shimon for the House Committee which probed gray market 
deals and indicated that the Government plans to take that case before the 
Grand Jury, These statements were attributed to **inforKed sources"* ' 

I^e are not conducting an investigation of Shimon's supposed wire tapping 
activities for the Macy Committee. Our investigation has been confined to the 
Mtters requested by the Department and no request has been received from the 
Department for such investigation. 

For your infornation in this re gard the Pol ice r eport of the Shimon 
aa tter c ontains statep.ents by and fBBIHHillMH 

flimfl^ two Ketropolitan Police Officers whc were asEigned to assist Shimon, 
to the effect that they aasi-^ted in a tan beinj^ run by Shimon at the Grayljm Hotel 
in 19li6. They understood this tap was in connection with an investigation for the 
llacy Committee and both indicated that a letter of commendation for their efforts 
was received from P.epresentative ISaoy. 

During our investigation of the Hrrward Hughes phase of Shimon's activities, 
I advised that Representative Uacy had personally contacted hia In 19lj8 
"anSTequested the services of Lieutenant Shimon and other Police officers« 
said that he did not know the nature of the assignnent but recalled that a letter 
of contnendation hid been sent to the officers by Sepresertative liacy.
